There 5s so much parrot-like talk 


about good times and about bad times 
continually that we are led to a con- 
clusion that thos» wbo do the talking 
do not understond the cause of good 
or bad time*, or they are trying to de- 
ceive themselves, or are trying to de- 
ceive others. There is a relative force 
that outside influences have upon all 
things and upon all conditions. Causes 
may be produced that will limit tbe 
supply of any product, and other 
causes may limit the demand; but 
these Influences act upon supply or 
demand and largely control one or the among y 
other, or both, but the influences that Riverside, 
may effect are not of the principle. 


Tbe large ateel and wire trust mills 


and factories in Indiana and Illinois 
have lately closed down and thousands 
of people have been deprived of the 
means to earn a living, wbo will likely 
continue for an indefinite time, unem- 
ployed. 


The capital Invested In these trust 


factories and mills is under the special 
care of MoKlnley, Mark Hanna and the 
Republican party, but the fostering 
oar* of these three has not been suffi- 
cient to overcome natural causes oper- 
ating upon the Industry. Overproduc- 
tion is given as a cause for suspension 
which ie very likely true. There is 
another cause that has largely been a 
means to bring about a suspension of 
production, which is not given as a 
matter of policy, which cause is tbe in- 
crease in prioe of all products of these 
factories.

over price. 


Tbe effect of the over price of steel 


and wire and other products of the 
trust will cause suspension in Improve- 
ment and development and thousands 
of people wbo would have employment 
under favorable conditions in the 
prioe of steel, wire and other produc- 
tions In iron, will go idle, and it may 
be many of them will go without tbe 
comforts of life. Hanna, McKluley or 
the Republican party have nothing to 
do with tbe principle of cause and ef- 
fect applied, except in e relative sense, 
which relative sense respecting their 
action baa been the means that hae 
caused the principle of supply and 
demand to act upon the products of 
tbe bt eel-wire mills, which has also 
been the cause of depriving many thou- 
sands of people of a means to live.
